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Continuation of 13. Other: Ohmi discloses the super-weakened region 32 is created by implanting an overdose of the atomic species 
compared to the dose of atomic species implanted in the main region 31 [see col. 10, lines 13-17]. On the other hand, Henley teaches 
applying a heat from a heat source (e.g. furnace) to increase the global energy of the wafer [see col. 8. line 59 to col. 9, line 8]. Thus, it is 
understood that the heat source was evenly applied to the entire wafer in order for the entire global energy of the wafer to be increased. 
Otherwise, Henley will not use the phrase "global energy". It is also understood that a heat source such as a furnace can be controlled 
(e.g. set) to produce certain selected temperature. 
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
